More recently, the distin- 
guished St, Louis surgeon, who 
was 73. years old, was widely 
acclaimed for studies of the re- 
lationship between cigarette 
smoking and lung cancer. 

Of no less importance to the

private and governmental com- 
missions. Medical students from

Retired in 1951. 

Dr. Graham retired in 1951 
after 32 years as chief surgeon 
at Barnes Hospital, head of the 
department of surgery at the 
Washington University School 
of Medicine, and as Bixby pro- 
fessor of surgery. He remained 
active in research as professor 
emeritus. His associates at the 
university considered that no 
contemporary surgeon had a 
| greater influence on the medi- 
cal profession. 

Throughout his career, from 
the beginning and on through 
the long period during which 
he enjoyed great personal pres- 
tige, he waged vigorous war- 
fare to improve standards of 
medical care and 
practices he considered unde- 
sirable. He was blunt, out- 
spoken and fearless in his de-

Special Message Pledges

caused by natural disasters. 

He pledged continued assist- 
ance from the Federal Govern- 
ment and said it would be made 
more “effective,” but he said no 
single legislative program could 
cope with the problem. He 
urged “full co-operation” by 
states, communities and individ- 
uals. 

Mr.. Eisenhower drew Con- | 
gress’s attention to several rec- 
ommendations made at a recent 
drouth meeting in Wichita, 
Kan,, among them a proposal 
that income tax laws be amend- 
ed: to. recognize the problems 
of-‘fatmers who have to sell 
their>> livestock because of 
drouth. 

°° Study of Tax Change. 

He did not comment on the 
merits of the suggestion, but it 
was learned the Administration 
is making a “further examina- 
tion” of drouth-forced livestock 
sales in which farmers have to 
report’ the entire proceeds in 
one tax year. One possibility 
being considered would be a 
“spread-out’ of income from 
such sales over several years. 

The message, based in large 
part on Mr. Eisenhower's find- 
ings. in his tour of drouth- 
stricken areas last January, was 
accompanied by legislative pro- 
posals on farm credit, deferred 
grazing and the role of the 
states. 

The recommendations were 
largely an.expansion of present 
programs and did not represent 
any basic change in administra- 
tion drouth policy as far as the 
Federal Government's part was 
concerned. 

However, the recommendatién 
for a minimum state contribu- 
tion, if enacted, would be a 
significant change in the ap- 
proach to drouth aid. Adminis- 
tration officials said the states 
thus far had put up less than 
one per cent of the financial 
assistance given to farmers in 
drouth areas.

Ricca is charged with not 
having paid income taxes of 
$128,346 due on unreported in- 
come totaling $308,833 for 1948, 
1949 and 1950. 

One of the four counts in the 
indictment is a conspiracy 
charge, accusing Ricca and his 
attorney, Joseph Imburgio Bul- 
ger, with making false state- 
ments to the effect Ricca con- 
cealed $300,000 in his former 
home in suburban River Forest. 

The two men told Internal 
Revenue agents the huge sum 
of money was kept in Ricca’s 
home while he was in prison 
serving a 10-year sentence for 
extorting tribute from leaders 
of the movie industry. 

The $300,000 reportedly was 
hidden in Ricca’s home from 
Dec. 25, 1943, to Aug. 13, 1947. 
The former henchman of the 
late Al Capone recently built 
a new home for $150,000 in 
River Forest. 

The hidden money claim ap- 
parently was made in an effort 
to refute the Government's case, 
built on a net-worth basis. 

Ricca, who also uses the 
names DeLucia and Salvi, is 
charged with reporting losses 
of $18,094, $2282 and $9838 for 
1948, 1949 and 1950 >whereas, 
the Government said, his ac- 
tual income for these years was 
$143,957, $51,948 and $18,860, 

The Government is seeking 
to denaturalize Ricca and de- 
port him on the ground he 
committed two murders in Italy 
before arriving in this country 
in 1920.

The Cancer Research article 
buttressed a statistical study 
that Dr. Graham and Dr. Ernest 
L. Wytider finished in 1950, 
showing that the more ciga- 
rettes a person smoked,. the 
greater the chance of develop- 
ing lung cancer. 

When the Public Health Can- 
cer Association voted in 1954 
to advise the public to stop 
smoking cigarettes, Dr. Graham 
hailed the action as a “momen- 
tous event.” The action, he 
remarked, was the first instance 
of such an organization “acting 
to warn people not to do some- 
thing because of possible harm.” | 

The surgeon himself was a 
moderate smoker for many 
years, but gave up smoking 
six or seven years ago. ’ 

In the realm of academic 
medicine Dr. Graham had great 
stature. He considered the 
amphitheater type of group sur- 
gical instruction, in which stu- 
dents are herded in a gallery 
while a surgeon gives running 
comments on an operation, the 
useless survivor of a bygone 
age. In addition to his regular 
instruction of medical school 
classes, he taught six or seven 
graduate students in surgery 
each year, and they “ere 
taught at the operating table or 
at the patient’s bedside.

ADVICE FROM EXPERT 
ON USE OF DRYER 


Whether you get best service 
from your automatic dryer de- 
pends considerably on how you 
use it, Elaine Knowles Weaver 
of the Ohio Experiment Station 
reminds homemakers, as a re- 
sult of. her studies with these 
convenient appliances. Here are 
some suggestions from Dr. 
Weaver and other researchers: 

Be sure clothes are thorough- 
ly rinsed before they go into 
the dryer. This is to prevent 
the possibility of yellowing from 
detergent left in fabric. 

Be careful not to put too 
| heavy a load of clothes in your 

dryer. Overloading increases the 
| g time, prevents uniform 

,» and causes clothes to 
wrinkle, making ironing more 
difficult. Though a dryer, like 
a washer, may take 
nine pounds (dry t) of 
clothes, research shows that a 
lighter load of about six pounds 
washes better and dries faster. 

When the automatic dryer 
turns off, it pays to remove 
clothes promptly to prevent 
wrinkles. Careful timing pays, 
too, because overdrying causes 
wrinkles and uses more fuel 
than necessary. 

When sorting clothes for the 
washer, think ahead to the 
dryer, because it’s more con- 
venient to transfer the load 
directly from washer to dryer 
than to sort the damp load. Dr. 
Weaver suggests that home- 
makers may want to consider 
the weight. of the fabric for 
greater drying efficiency and 


ease of handling loads. Turkish 
towels or other heavy fabrics, 
for example, take considerably 


longer in the dryer than light- 
weight nylons. 

The time required to dry a 
load depends on the kind of 
fabric, the weight, the size of 
the load and the amount of 
moisture in the clothes. If you 
wish to feel the dryness of 
clothes, Dr. Weaver suggests 
pulling an item out into the 
air, because it will feel moist 
inside the dryer. Remember, 
too, that clothes don’t have to 
get “bone dry” in the dryer— 
in fact, it’s generally better for 
the fabric if they don’t. Clothes 
come out hot, and the heat left 
in them gives the final drying 
outside the dryer.

Representative Celler of New York, and the 
ranking G.O.P. member, Representative Keating, 
also of New York, propose to give the Vice Pres- 
ident authority to decide when he should take 
over from a stricken President. They believe 
that the man elected Vice President could be 
trusted not to assume the duties and responsi- 
bilities of the office until it was clear that the 
President could not perform as the Constitution 
expects him to do. 

There can be no question that this field is a 
proper one for inquiry and remedial legislation. 
Last year the Senate gave unanimous consent 
to a resolution for’ study by a joint committee 
of Congress. The terms allowed, broad inquiry 
into “all questions” relating to the offices of 
President and Vice President and the determina- 
tion of the incapacity of the former. 

Doubtless it was a good idea to hold up on 
the study in a presidential election year, as the 
House Judiciary Committee did. But there is no 
election in 1957. It is desirable that the hear- 
ings proceed. The country may hope for thought- 
ful reports and recommendations from the com- 
mittee members who hear the testimony and 
weigh the plans. 

To continue without wisely laid and accepted 
procedures is to run the risk of serious contro- 
versy at a time of potential emergency.

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Red China and the News Within 

The story of Samuel David Hawkins, the 
seventh of the turncoat G.Ils to leave Red 
China, is one plainly emphasizing the need for 
the State Department to allow American re- 
porters to visit that country. What Hawkins told 
his first American interviewers may be dis- 
counted or disbelieved. It still stands as proof 
that trusted representatives of the American 
press should be permitted to describe exactly 
what is going on in the second largest nation 
in the world. 

Hawkins, now 23, was only 17 when he was 
captured during the Korean War. He explains 
that he “half-way believed what I was told—we 
were brainwashed and I was afraid.” Then the 
Chinese gave him work in a factory and later 
sent him to the People’s University in Peiping 
where he advanced rapidly but could not abide 
the strict rules for discipline. 

He said that, like other foreigners, he was al- 
lowed to have a radio and listen to anything he 
desired, including the Voice of America. He 
heard of the “wanton killings by Soviet troops 
in Hungary.” This, he said, was his main reason 
for deciding to return home. The Chinese gave 
him his exit visa 15 minutes after he asked 
for it. 

Reporters at Hong Kong sized up Hawkins as 
decidedly the most intelligent of the turncoats. 
That lends weight to his assertions such as 
Chinese workers backed their leaders and were 
not seriously unhappy, as dispatches of some 
reporters from other Western nations agree. If 
the lot of the people is not quite so burdensome 
as it was during the first years of the Red re- 
gime it would be most interesting to know how 
that is being accomplished and what the pros- 
pects are. : 

It is no wonder that the Inland Daily Press 
Association, representing 476 newspapers in 20 
states, last week joined the ranks of organiza- 
tions asking President Eisenhower to lift the 
Government's ban on American reporters going 
to Red China. There is a wealth of news there 
that should not have to emerge entirely in the 
form of Communist propaganda and in rehashes 
from the reporters of other nations. 
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Israel Reaffirms 

After a weekérid of:umeasy delay, Israel’s 
Prime Minister Ben-Gurion has reaffirmed the 
decision to complete, withdrawal from Egypt, 
and arrangements for the take-over by the U.N. 
Emergency Force have been completed with 
Israeli generals. 

Let us hope that the transfer of power in the 
Gaza strip and along the Gulf of Aqaba will be 
swift and unequivocal, Evidently feelings are so 
wrought up in Israel that any further delay 
might stretch into indefinite postponement. And 
Israel, having broken the 1949 armistice by its 
attack on Egypt, cannot afford to stand before 
the world as having also broken its solemn. 
promise to the U.N. to withdraw. 

The hotheads in Tel Aviv may not understand 
this, but Prime Minister Ben-Gurion evidently 
does. He is to be admired for making a decision | 
of such political unpopularity, and we hope his 
integrity and disinterested devotion to Israel's 
welfare will persuade the most responsible ele- 
ments of both government and public to sus 
tain him. 

The hitch that caused the Israeli cabinet to 
reconsider between Friday and Monday evident- 
ly centers on uncertainty as to the United States 
stand on the Gaza strip. Israel, as Mrs. Golda 
Meir told the Assembly, “expects and antici- 
pates” that the U.N. will retain civil and mili- 
tary control of the strip until there is a full 
Israeli-Arab peace settlement or at least a defini- 
tive agreement on the future of the strip itself. 

Ambassador Lodge told the U.N., however, 
that the American view is that “from a jurid- 
ical standpoint” the future of the strip must 
be worked out “within the framework of the 
armistice agreement”— which provided for 
Egyptian control. Does this mean that the 
United States expects Egypt to take over. at 
once from the UNEF? Many Israelis evidently 
feared that it did.

Rising prices are due to rising costs. It charges that wages have 
risen faster than productivity, which is the amount of goods 
turned out per man hour of work. Management insists that its 
profit margins, therefore, are shrinking. It points to the 1956 
earnings statements, many of which stress that sales volume 
rose but profits didn’t—or, if they did, rose at a much slower rate. 

LABOR’S ARGUMENT: PROFITS HAVE RISEN as fast or 
faster than wages. So wage increases could have been made out 
of profits without raising prices. It contends that higher wages 
should give labor a greater share in the returns of a business 
operation rather than be an excuse for hiking the price to the 
consumer. 

THE UNITED STATES DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE, in 
its national income series, reports that in the manufacturing 
industries total compensation of employes including fringe bene- 
fits rose from 44% billion dollars in 1947 to more than 83 
billion in 1956. Corporate income taxes in these industries rose 
from 614 billion dollars in 1947 to more than 12 billion in 1956. 
Profits after taxes in the manufacturing industries rose from 
10 billion dollars in 1947 to around 12 billion in 1956. Wage and | 
tax totals almost doubled. Profits didn’t. 

THE BANK SAYS THIS SHOWS “that industry, instead of | 
‘fattening its profit margins,’ has been fighting a constant battle 
against rising costs.” Labor leaders have other yardsticks to 
measure what has been happening and doubtless won't buy the | 
bank’s argument. As always in this debate both sides look to 
the Government “to do something.” And the bank takes the | 
opportunity to preach a little sermon: “Government is responsible, | 
not to any one group, but to all the people—the shareholder, the 
worker, the consumer, the retired person living on a fixed 
income or savings.” 

THE BANK SAYS THAT, TO HOLD INFLATIONARY forces 
in check, the Government must hold back “on its own spending 
to avoid competing in the markets for scarce goods and services, | 
setting an example of frugality.” Its credit policies must ‘“‘dis- 
courage unneccessary borrowing and encourage people to save 
more and to pay their debts.” Self restraint, it seems, should be 
up te three groups: labor, matagement-end Government.

Now convinced that Britain 
and France would be at war 
with Germany in a matter of 
hours, David tried to reach his 
friends in London, but the 
French telephone circuits were 
hopelessly clogged. Giving up 
the struggle, he shrugged his 
shoulders, saying “I'm sure that 
I shall hear from my brother 
the moment any decision is 
taken. Let’s go for a swim.” 

David's old equerry, Maj. 
Edward Metcalfe, was staying 
with us. Just ore noon, as 
we all started for our swim, a 
servant hurried after David to 
tell him that the British Ambas- 
sader was calling from Paris. 

About 10 min- 
utes later, David joined us.

From this moment on, the 
question uppermost in David's 
mind was how he might serve. 
When he finally got through to 
Walter Monckton in London he 
said, “I want to offer my ser- 
vices in any capacity my brother 
deems appropriate, and I must 
return to Britain.” 

Next day Walter telephoned 
to say that he had had prom- 
ising discussions and would be 
seeing us presently. He ap- 
peared at La Croe three days 
later, having flown from Lon- 
don in a Government airplane. 

From the King he brought 
word that David and I were to 


return to London at our earli- 


est convenience and that David 
could have the choice of two 
jobs—either as a member of the 
British Military Mission at- 
tached to the French General 
Headquarters at Vincennes, or 
as Regional Commissioner of 
Wales, a civil-defense job. 

Yet even so simple a matter 


Winston Churchill wanted Da- 
vid’s return to go off well and 
smoothly; and David was grate- 
ful, on his account and mine, 
for this sign of regard.
